MADRID (UPI) - A tall and tanned 
prince, not well enough known to be pop­ 
ular with his people, won Gen. Franciseo 
Franco’s approval today as Spain’s king 
designate. 
Prince Juan Carlos of Borbon, 
31, 
father of three, will inherit the throne 
abandoned by his grandfather 38 years 
ago when Franco dies or steps down 
as spam’s chief of state. 
Franco, 76, summoned the 554-mem- 
ber Cortes parliament into a special aft­ 
ernoon session to make official what gov­ 
ernment sources reported last week — 
that Juan Carlos would be his succes­ 
sor. 
Overwhelming 
Cortes approval was 
virtually assured for the athletic prince 
whom Franco has groomed for the job 
since Juan Carlos was 15 years old. The 
prince had the m ilitary’s backing, a ne­ 
cessity. 
All indicators pointed to a continuation 
of Franco’s policies once the generalis­ 
simo steps down, a move not expected 
in the near future. 
Until then, Juan Carlos will be called 
the Prince of Spain. 
Franco’s appointment by-passed the 
prince’s father, Don Juan, the 56-year- 
old son of Spain's last king, AlfonsoXIII. 
Ranchers meet again to protest taxes

An estimated 200 ranches from Lompoc and other central 
coastal communities last night attended a tax protest meeting 
to sound off against property reassessm ents that have hiked 
taxes as much as four tim es. 
It was the third such meeting called by former county 
supervisor and Lompoc dairyman Veril Campbell, and it aided 
much as the other two had, on an inconclusive note. Ranchers 
were urged to file tax protests with the county before the Aug. 
26 deadline. 
A move for a “ tax strik e” won approval as indicated by a 
show of hands, but most of those present declined to vote and 
the issue was dropped. 
Later, Campbell told this reporter he wanted to guide the 
protest into the legal and legislative channels available to the 
ranchers. 
Chi hand for the occasion in Lompoc Grange Hall were 
Ronald Welch, chief of the state’s assessm ent standards and 
Harry Holmquist, county assessor. Holmquist’s presence had 
not previously been announced. Supervisor Francis H. Beattie 
also spoke. 
The meeting started quietly, but slipped at times into shout* 
ing matches, highlighted by sharp exchanges between Welch 
and members of the audience, including Robert C. Lilley, 
Lompoc landowner and member of the county planning com mis­ 
sion. 
The tone of the meeting was apparent moments after Camp, 
bell introduced Welch. “ String him ig),” someone shouted. 
The rem ark triggered a round of laughter from the audience. 
In his opening rem arks, Welch noted; “ I’m glad you folks 


can still laugh.” An unidentified member of the audience re­ 
plied; “ Yes, but it hurts.” 
Welch got right to the nub of the thorny tax problem; 
“ This is the law, these are the facts of life. If the assessed 
value is greater than market value, then you have a com­ 
plaint.” 
Later Welch and Lilley from his position at the rear of the 
hall, engaged in an inconclusive debate on various issues r e ­ 
lated to tax assessm ents and the relation of agriculture 
preserves to the total problem. 
At one point, Welch retorted; “ If the zoning problems are 
so tough why don’t you all go into agriculture preserves?” 
Later he apologized when he learned that the county supervisors 
recently declared a moratorium on the p ro p am. 
Welch became the target for shouts and verbal attacks on 
a number of occasions. His rem ark that “ it won’t give you peo- 
pie what you want, something for nothing,” brought a round 
of boos. “ The people who want sometí.mg for nothing are in 
Sacram ento,” shouted one member of the audience. 
Attr. Larry Grossman who is known to represent a number 
of ranchers, defended the ranchers; “ These ranchers are not 
radicals. They’ve been greatly imposed on. Some of the tax 
increases are as much as 700 per cent of the previous levels 
— in some cases twice a¿ much as the income.” In his open, 
ing rem arks, Grossman noted: “ I don’t own any i .inches and 
maybe I’m luqky.” 


Later he declared; “ Everyone passes the buck. Every time 
you talk with someone, it seem s we’re told to talk with som&- 
one else.”

Nixon predicts visit this 


century to other worlds

11 launch last week, suggested Mars as 
the next goal of the manned space p ro 
gram. Rep. John W. Wydler, R-N.Y., a 
member of the House Spa* e Committee, 
proposed to Nixon today that the United 
States join with Russia in sending men 
to the red planet by the year 2000. 
The President was host to the students 
on a busy day of meeting.with Republican 
and Democratic congressional leaders, 
greeting m ajor league baseball stars, 
and making final preparations to leave 
tonight on his round-the-world diploma­ 
tic trip, with a stopoff to greet the re­ 
turning Apollo 11 astronauts. 
He told the congressional leaders that 
he has high hopes for the journey, which 
he was quoted as describing with “ evan- 
geiistic fervor.” He also appealed again 
for quick passage of the income surtax 
extension. 
As for the space program , Nixon told 
the students from 60 nations; “ In the 
year 2000 we on this earth will have vis- 
ited new worlds where tli^re will be a 
form of life.”

“ At 18 hours 47 minutes Moscow time 
(11:47 a.m, EDT Monday) a retroro* ket 
was switched on and the station left 
the orbit and reached the moon's surface 
in the preset area. The work with the 
station ended at 18 hours 71 m inutes.”

The 
Kennedys joined Miss Kopechne’s rela­ 
tives and others in receiving Holy Com­ 
munion, 
Rosemarie Carey, sister of Plymouth

After the service, the Kennedy party 
left through the same door they had er* 
tered as the family followed the casket 
out.

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Reflections of a public works director

William S, Barrett leaned back in his swivel chair, 
clasped his two hands behind his head and reminisced 
on the face of a city he helped to revamp. He is remarkably 
modest, however, about the role he has played. 
Barrett is 55, a product of the University of Texas and 
Harvard. He has thinning brown hair and a quizzical ex­ 
pression behind the spectacles he wears. 
The reminiscing came this week virtually on the eve of 
his departure from the tiny office he has occupied for near­ 
ly seven years as Lompoc’s director of public works and 
city engineer. Barrett has resigned to assume a similar 
position with the city of Victorville. 
He came to Lompoc in 1962. The city had just come 
through the crest of the Vandenberg boom although people 
had not yet begun to divide economic history along those 
lines. 
Barrett recalls Lompoc’s streets were in a sad state 
of repair. A virtual lake of water would form at Walnut 
Avenue and Fourth Street every time it rained, which 
was every winter. College Avenue was a “ roller coaster.’’ 
A Street was in need of rebuilding to conform to the Mas- 
ter plan. Sewers were needed on Third Street from Cypress 
Avenue to Maple Avenue to relieve a serious overpressure 
on adjoining lines. 
These were the substances of Barrett’s contribution. His 
recommendations resulted in the constfuction of a large 
sewer line in College Avenue from 0 to Third Streets. 
Re-engineering was needed to reduce overloading of sewer 
lines on Pine Avenue and in the Southeast sector of the city 
A number of small improvements were needed at the 
city’s sewer plant on Central Avenue 
Olive Avenue was reorganized as a through street east 
and west. 
That was part of Barrett’s job. He feels that the city 
now has the framework on which to complete the ultimate 
first rate street system that is needed. Another three to 
five years at the present pace will do the job in his view. 
Barrett was instrumental in expediting the vital channel 
between H and O Streets to provide drainage for the north­ 
east portions of the city. 
Portions of O Street were widened and improved. And there 
were other projects both larger and smaller. 
This recital might not seem impressive to the unini­ 
tiated, but it has been more than enough to keep Barrett 
awake nights. The creation of a street or sewer improve­ 
ment is an involved affair from recognition of a need through 
the painful engineering and appropriations phases to actual 
construction. 
Barrett enjoyed every minute of the process and you can 
see this as he looks backward and then forward. 
In the wider spectrum a note of sadness creeps into his 


voice. When he took over in 1962 the office of the city en­ 
gineer w ^ barren of anything except a chair and a desk. 
Engineering files so essential to the intelligent continuity 
of city public works projects were non-existent. 
Ray Woods was the city administrator. He was succeed­ 
ed by Charles Warren and who held the fort until the pres­ 
ent administrator. Gene Wählers, came to the city. Bar­ 
rett has served them all with a fidelity born of profes- 
sional dedication. 
There have been disappointments but except for one or 
two comments, Barrett prefers to let them fade into the 
past, “ It’s their city. I’d like to leave on a positive note,’’ 
He does admit that he was disappointed when his propos­ 
als to develop extensive street center dividers with trees 
and plantings failed to win popular support. 
But his best thoughts are for the future of Lompoc. 
“ If the city is to grow it must develop an image it can 
be proud of,’’ he said. “ The political atmosphere up to 
now has been too negative. Let’s get something done.’’ 
In this vein, Barrett is deeply concerned about the fail­ 
ure of Santa Ynez River Water Conservation District di­ 
rectors to support the proposed Lompoc Project, “ The 
composition of the present five-man board of directors 
is the biggest stumbling block to the project,’’ he de­ 
clared. “ The city has to get a more favorable climate 
on the board of directors,’’ 
He declined to elaborate further on the subject. 
In other respects, Barrett reveals his long training 
as an engineer. “ When you talk about doing something 
for Lompoc, remember you can’t do it piecemeal. Taking 
the flower pot approach to the problem won’t accomplish 
anything. If you want to do a big job, wash an elephant.’’ 
The latter remark was his way of saying that the job was 
a big one and that it requires big plans and big effort. 
Barrett brushed off the suggestion that the renaming of 
the streets from the present alphabetical and numerical 
designations might create a more favorable municipal cli­ 
mate climate. “ That wouldn’t do the job that’s needed. 
The city is blessed with unusually wide and spacious 
streets — that’s enough.’’ He indicated the breadth of 
the thoroughfares was enough without resorting to tem­ 
porary or half measures, 
Barrett is proud of his work and the feeling is linked 
to his broader pride which is exemplified in his member­ 
ship in the California Society of Professional Engineers. 
He is also a fellow in the American Society of Civil En­ 
gineers. 
So it’ll be more of the same in the years to come. Be­ 
fore he came to Lompoc he had spent four and a quarter 
years in Colton and before that served the city of Bur­ 
bank. Now it’ll be Victorville. Wherever he goes it’ll be 
the same job of bending the sliderule to meet the needs of 
the people.

Senate has passed legislation 
giving the state the tools to 
determine the extent of harm­ 
ful pesticides sold in Cali­ 
fornia. 
And the upper house sche­ 
duled a vote today on a major 
bill to gradually ban the use of 
DDT in the state over a three- 
year period. 
The author, John A. Nejedly, 
R-Walnut Creek, said he was 
confident the ban would be 
approved. 
The Senate unanimously sent 
to the Assembly Monday a bill 
by Sen. Anthony C. Beilenson, 
D-Beverly 
Hills, to require 
manufacturers and importers 
of injurious pesticides to report 
to the Department of Agricul­ 
ture the extent of their sales 
and application. 
County agriculture commis­ 
sioners would make similar 
reports, 
but 
farmers 
and 
retailers would be exempt. The 
reports would be made availa­ 
ble to the public. 
The far-reaching Nejedly bill 
would set Dec. 31, 1971 as the 
deadline for use of DDT, which 
for years has been one of 
agriculture’s top bugkillers. 
The ban would also extend to 
sale and possession of the 
pesticide, which many environ­ 
mental experts condemn as 
poisonous to fish and wildlife 
and, ultimately, to man. 
But if no alternative is found 
for DDT by the cutoff date, the 
state director of agriculture 
could extend it one extra year. 
Nejedly originally proposed 
an 
outright 
ban 
of 
DDT 
beginning 
in 
January. 
But 


opposition during a hearing 
before the Senate Agriculture 
Committee 
forced

Communication is not just a 
word to Louise Artis. It’s a to 
tal concept.

months, she and John have been 
instrumental in bolstering civic 
pride with such projects as the

They 
have also been active and in- 
terested in the Lompoc Valley 
Playhouse. 


Like many cases, her career 
was born from trouble. Moving 
to Greenville, Miss., she call­ 
ed up a real estate agent in 
search of a house. After intro­ 
ducing herself as Mrs. Artis 
and stating her purpose, the 
man 
announced, 
“ When you 
know how to do business, then 
call me back,” and slammed 
the receiver. 


She promptly called back to 
learn the reason for the man’s 
rudeness.

Police arrested at least seven 
men for carrying firearms and 
17 persons for violating the 9 
p.m. 
to 6 a.m. curfew for 
persons under 21. The curfew 
starts at 10 p.m. for adults. 
A Columbus, George Stutlz, 
47, was killed by sniper fire 
while standing with policemen 
and newsmen at an intersection 
in the heart of the racially 
troubled area in the city.

HELP DAN Shows Kids 
Drink, Drug Danger

NEW 
YORK - (NEA) - 
Education in the danger of 
drugs and alcohol starts at 
the grade school level in 
Anchorage, Alaska. 


Thanks to Mrs. Edrell An­ 
nette Coleman, of Ft. Wain- 
wright, Alaska, classes have 
been started in the fifth and 
sixth grades to acquaint chil­ 
dren with the problems of 
drugs, alcohol and narcotics 
—Mrs. Coleman lumps them 
under one heading of DAN 
and precedes it with HELP 
(Help Educated Little Peo­ 
ple). 
For 
h e r 
experimental 
work, 
Mrs. 
Coleman 
has 
been nam ed the 1969 Mili­ 
tary Wife of the Year. Her 
idea, instituted at the Chena 
Elem entary School, has at­ 
tracted national interest. 


“ We were aware of the 
drug problems facing base 
children and those who went 
to public schools. I felt we 
could reach a child at a 
younger age than the early 
teens and do some good.” 
She feels educating young 


children 
to 
the 
use 
and 
abuse of drugs at the ele­ 
m entary level is “ the mod­ 
ern way to approach chil­ 
dren.” Police in Anchorage 
agree and are quite helpful, 
she says. 


H ELP DAN is a club-type 
program with the pupils act­ 
ing as their own officers. 
“ There are five teachers 
involved at Chena but we felt 
we were not as trained or as 
knowledgeable 
as 
profes­ 
sionals.” 
To fill in gaps, “ We invite 
doctors, FBI agents, m em ­ 
bers of Alcoholics 
Anony­ 
mous, those from the Cancer 
Society to speak at weekly 
club 
meetings,” 
s h e 
ex­ 
plained. Parents m ay come 
and sit at the back of the 
classroom 
and Mrs. 
Cole­ 
m an 
scoured 
government 
and industrial sources for 
free 
films 
and 
literature. 
From this the HELP DAN 
Alaska unit built a biblio­ 
graphy for others to use. 
Next year the club plans to 
expand to include 
fourth- 
grade 
pupils. 
Meanwhile, 
the youngsters have traveled 
to other schools in the area 


with their own “ road show” 
and keep the pros hopping 
with their incisive questions. 


“ We tena to underestimate 
children,” Mrs. Coleman, a 
teacher for 
16 years, be­ 
lieves. “ How can they grasp 
a problem if we don’t teach 
them? The children always 
ask, ‘Why do adults smoke 
or take drugs?’ We tell them 
their parents who 
started 
smoking years ago didn’t 
h a v e the information we 
have today. We don’t tell 
children they can ’t smoke, 
drink, take drugs. We trv to 
educate them and say, Vou 
m ake a decision ’ ” 
She adds children want to 
m ake decisions and have the 
feeling of being independent. 
Probably the most d ra m a­ 
tic bit of the HELP DAN 
program, 
Mr s . 
Coleman 
says, is 
Smoking Dan, a 
mannikin the size of a boy, 
12, which 
she bought for 
around $150. “ You unzip his 
clothes and see what smok­ 
ing has done to the lungs 
which are glass containers 
with angel’s hair.”

Ocean fishing is holding up 
well off of Port San Luis with 
lots of chinook and silver sal­ 
mon being caught. Fish are 
running large with some up to 
20 pounds being landed. 
However, it seems as though 
the deeper the water, the larger 
the fish. The bigger ones are 
being taken by commercial fish­ 
ermen equipped for deep water 
fishing. 
According to the report from 
Harbor Associates at Avila 
Beach, 80 boats were launched 
with a return of 158 salmon for 
the week ending Friday, July 
18. 
Bottom fishing is also tops 
with most anglers connecting 
with limits of fish. Party boats 
are limiting out when they break 
off from salmon trips in favor 
of the bottom anglers. 
Surf fishing is also at its 
peak with some limits of large 
bar-red perch being taken. The 
best time so far for surf fish­ 
ing has been in the evening 
on an incoming tide. 
Large blue perch have been 
caught in a spot which has 
been somewhat 
neglected of 
late, 
Cave’s 
Landing, 
also 
known as Pirate’s Cove, which 
is located south of Avila Beach. 
Perch come in close to the 
shore to spawn at about this 
time every year. A short cast 
will usually be more rewarding 
than a long ocean toss where 
kelp and weeds are plentiful 
along with lots of tackle— 
breaking hazards such as rocks 
and reefs. It used to be a bad 
place for small bait-stealing 
sand sharks. The trail to the 
beach is somewhat narrow and 
not 
advisable 
for the more 
elderly anglers.

The band tail 
pigeon bag and possession lim­ 
it remains at eight birds. The 
dove season would open on Lab­ 
or Day (Sept. 1) and continue 
through Tuesday, Sept. 30, and 
reopen Saturday, Nov. 29, run­ 
ning until Saturday, Dec. 14. 
Final action on the regula­ 
tions will be taken at the July 
25 meeting of the commission. 
Last year California had a 
split 39-day dove season of 
Sept. 1-30 and Nov. 30-Dec. 8. 
White winged doves would be 
allowed in the bag only in Im­ 
perial, Riverside and San Ber­ 
nardino counties. The bag and 
possession limit would apply to 
the aggregate of species where 
white wings are allowed. 
The band tail pigeon season 
would be Saturday Sept. 27 
through Oct. 16, in the northern 
counties and Saturday Dec. 13 
through Sunday, January 11, in 
the rest of the state. Shooting 
hours for doves and pigeons 
would be one half hour before 
sunrise to sunset. 
A special controlled hunt for 
Tule 
elk 
has 
also 
been 
approved by the commission on 
the condition that the DFG, in 
its census of the herd, dis­ 
close at least 300 elk are in 
the herd. The DFG recommend­ 
ed the hunt for 85 animals— 
34 bulls and 51 cows under the 
policy of keeping the herd bet­ 
ween 250 and 300 animals. The 
August census for last year 
disclosed the fact there were 
some 350 animals in the herd. 
Applications for the hunt will 
be available through DFG offic­ 
es and license agents about Aug. 
1. The deadline for submitting 
applications will be 5 p.m.

We recently heard a tale 
which shows that the DFG does 
plant fish in out of the way 
places. 
It appears that a planting 
crew, with the help of the Cuy- 
an)a Rod and Gun Club, was 
at work in a remote section of 
the Sisquoc River. At a spot 
some 20 miles up a truck trail 
the fan on the tank truck rip­ 
ped a hold in the truck radia­ 
tor. The gang re-filled the tank 
with water, using five gallon 
pails and after disconnecting 
the wrecked fan, a hose was 
rigged from the tank’s circul­ 
ating pump to the slashed rad­ 
iator. The truck took off down 
the trail, heading for home, It 
got to a ranger station where 
the tank was again filled with 
600 gallons of water. This got 
them to Santa Barbara, where 
another 600 gallons was loaded 
and enabled them to return to 
the hatchery in eastern Ventura 
County. 
When the 150-miie trip ended 
late at night, 1,800 gallons of 
water had spurted through the 
damaged radiator and a heavy 
towing bill was avoided by the 
inguinlty of the crew. The trout 
had been planted prior to the 
accident and were now swim­ 
ming about in their new home 
in the Sisquoc River. The truck 
was able to use the truck trail 
although fishermen are 
re­ 
quired to hike in to the stream

WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
slender, dark-haired little lady 
looked out over the sea of faces, 
and spoke slowly in a voice 
choking with emotion: “ Thank 
you, 
The 
Babe would have 
loved this.” 
It was the climactic moment 
of one of the most sentimental 
moments in baseball’s dramatic 
100-year history-the moment 
when Mrs. Babe Ruth acknow­ 
ledged at a special centennial 
dinner in the nation’s capital 
Monday night the selection of 
her 
late 
husband 
as 
the 
“ greatest baseball player of all 
time.” 
The dinner, held in a plush 
Washington hotel, on the eve of 
the 40th All-Star Game, brought 
together under one roof more of 
the great players and officials 
of the game than ever have 
been assembled in one place 
before. 
Baseball, proud of its tradi­ 
tion, as the “ national pastime” 
and anxious to preserve its 
claim to hat title in the future, 
marked the first century of the 
game on an organized profes­ 
sional basis by announcing the 
line-up of players chosen by the 
Baseball Writers Association 
as the greatest living players 
and greatest players of all time 
Many Players Present 
Many of the players honored 
were present—gnarled, double 
talking Casey Stengel as the 
“ greatest living manager,” a 
greying Joe DiMaggio as the 
“ greatest living baseball play­ 
er” , 
and people 
like Stan 
Musial, Willie Mays, Charlie 
Gehringer, Pie Traynor, Bill 
Dickey, Bob Feller, and Lefty 
Grove. 
The climax of the sentimental 
evening came when DiMaggio 
was 
announced as the top 
player still alive and then came 
the selection of Ruth, the all- 
time home run champion, as 
the greatest of them all, ever. 
Mrs. Ruth, who earlier had 
accepted an award for the Babe 
as a member of the all-time, 
all-star team, slowly made her 
way 
to 
the 
rostrum 
and 
accepted the top prize from 
another 
authentic 
American 
hero, Frank Borman, the man 
who 
commanded 
the 
first 
Apollo flight around the moon.

you saw it. Buck Rogers is for 
real. The dreamers, as usual, 
lit the way for practical men. 
The Wright brothers

And somehow it seemed just

fellow 
named 
Armstrong, an 
all-American 
boy, should be the first man to 
set foot on the moon. Shades of 
Tack Armstrong, the original 
all-American boy. 
Incredible. 
TTiere was 
no 
other 
way 
to describe 
the 
lengthy 
broadcast 
live 
and 
direct from the moon Sunday 
night and early this morning 
(depending on where you live 
across the nation). 
The picture was truly re­ 
markable considering the dis­ 
tance and other circumstances. 
And so was the sound, for the 
most part. The reception was 
better than you sometimes get 
placing a phone call coast-to- 
coast. 
You had to shake your head 
from time to time in simple 
wonderment at what you were 
seeing. Was it really from the 
moon? It seemed just the way 
the science-fiction writers, and 
even the better comic strip 
prognosticators, had indicated 
to us for years: A place of 
harsh, striking, even splendid 
desolation. 
Astronauts Neil Armstrong 
and Ed Aldrin stepped out on 
the 
moon 
hours 
ahead 
of 
schedule. A lot of fancy special 
features 
the 
networks 
had 
planned for prime time were 
sidetracked. 
But for millions of viewers 
who figured they would have to 
stay up until the middle of the 
night—almost 
dawn 
in some 
areas-in order to see the full 
moon telecast, it was a grand 


break. They could see it all and 
still get a night’s sleep. 
Furthermore, 
millions of 
workers who got today off as a 
moon-landing holiday-and be­ 
cause it was expected that the 
telecast would keep much of 
America up most of the night— 
now 
could 
have a full and 
leisurely 
day 
to relish the 
results. 
The all-night broadcasting 
continued anyway, even after 
the 
live 
program 
from 
the 
moon. 
It 
was 
part 
of 
the 
scheduled 31 hours of contin­ 
uous coverage that began 11 
a.m. EDT Sunday and ends at 6 
p.m. EDT today. 
The moon-landing was packed 
with breathtaking moments for 
televiewers. 
First, Sunday at- 
temoon, there was the setting 
down of the spacecraft on the 
lunar surface. There was no 
telecast of this live and direct, 
but 
viewers 
could 
feel the 
incomparable 
thrill 
of 
the 
moment as it was announced. 
Finally, later, there was one 
of the most dramatic stage 
waits in all history—as Arm­ 
strong prepared to step out of 
the 
spacecraft, which would 
also 
touch 
off 
the 
moon 
telecast. 
We saw him step out, and 
then we saw Aldrin do the 
same, and we watched their 
experiments-as exhilerated as 
they were-and then we kept 
trying to remember it was ail 
real. We heard them talk, and 
we saw pan shots of the moon. 
And the trivia of the earth 
below sometimes seemed ab­ 
surd. 
Perspective. I think that’s 
what the greatest thrill of the 
moon telecast 
was- perspec­ 
tive. True, the planting of the 
American flag by the astro­ 
nauts was a touching moment.

WASHINGTON (U PI) -Many 
consumers are trying to beat 
the 
high 
cost 
of food this 
summer by growing their own 
vegetables at home. This is a 
very good idea except for one 
thing. It doesn’t work. 
A consumer may be able to 
raise a few vegetables all right. 
Some of which may even be 
edible. But speaking from long 
and bitter experience, I can tell 
you that a home garden is 
totally 
useless as 
an anti­ 
inflation device. 
For more than 25 years I 
have 
maintained 
a 
small 
“ victory” garden in my back 
yard. I started it during World 
War n. Some day I hope world 
conditions will permit me to 
abandon it. But as long as the 
international situation remains 
like it is, I have no choice but 
to keep it growing. 
Meanwhile, I have become 
something of an expert on the 
financial, if not the horticultur­ 
al, aspect of home gardening. 
Let us say, for example, that 
tomatoes are selling for 49 
cents apiece at your friendly 
neighborhood supermarket. So 
you go out and plant a dozen 
tomato 
plants in your back 
yard. 
Theoretically, this will enable 
you to save $7,280 on tomatoes. 
But that is not what happens in 
practice. 


In practice, you nurture the 
plants until your arms fall off. 
You stake them, water them, 
weed, dust and fertilize them, 
making certain to remove the 
“ suckers.” 


Blooms appear on the plants. 
Then 
you 
get 
little 
green 
tomatoes. 
Then 
big 
green 
tomatoes. 
Eventually, 
along 
about the end of summer the 
tomatoes start to ripen. 


In the meantime, the price of 
tomatoes at the supermarket 
has risen to 79 cents each. Very 
well. 


On the day that you pluck the 
first red tomato from one of 
your own vines, tomatoes will 
begin selling at the supermark­ 
et for 3 cents a dozen. 
Economically, the raising of 
vegetables is fruitless.

At the request of the Santa 
Barbara City Council, the Cali­ 
fornia Highway Commission has 
again approved freeway con­ 
struction on the Clarence C. 
Ward Memorial Freeway (Route 
217) past the University of Cal­ 
ifornia at Santa Barbara and on 
Route 101 near Refugio State 
Beach. 
The commission indicated at 
its June meeting that it would 
remove the work on Route 217 
from the current highway con­ 
struction program because of 
lack of local support. 
The Route 101 project was 
tied to the Route 217 job as 
excavated material from the 
former was slated to be used as 
embankment material for the 
latter freeway. 
The Santa Barbara City Coun­ 
cil on May 27 had requested the 
Highway Commission to delay 
work on Route 217 in order that 
further studies be made on its 
effect on the area. The Council 
reversed its stand at its meet­ 
ing on July 15 and urged the 
commission to proceed with 
the project. 
Commissioner Robert Herc^ 
man of Solvang, who asked the 
commission to rescind the June 
action, said that the first stage 
of work on both routes would be 
advertised for bids later this 
summer. The commission had 
budgeted $5,900,000 for this 
purpose when it adopted the 
State Highway Budget for the 
1969-70 Fiscal Year last Octo­ 
ber. 
The project calls for grading 
for the future Route 101 Free- 
way paralleling the existing ex- 
pressway 
between 
the 
El 
Capitan Beach State Park under­ 
crossing and one mile west of 
Refugio, a distance of 3.6 miles, 
and placing the earth removed 
as embankment material to ex­ 
tend the Route 217 Freeway 2.2 
miles westerly toLosCarneros 
Road. 
The work will include cor*, 
struction of an interchange on 
Route 217 to serve the Sai*. 
ta Barbara Municipal Airport. 
A second stage project will 
complete the Route 101 Freeway 
section, 
including 
an inter­ 
change at Refugio Canyon Road 
to serve 
the Refugio State 
Beach, at an estimated cost 
of $2,000,000. 
This work will also include 
construction of a 32(>foot span 
across Refugio Canyon. 
The second stage of work to 
complete the Route 217 section 
w ill include construction at the 
east and main entrances to the 
University of California at San- 
ta Barbara. 
Its estimated cost is $2,800,- 
OQO.

South looks over dummy 
and plans his play of the 
hand in accordance with the 
code word ARCH. 


He Analyzes the lead as a 
fourth best and goes right up 
with dummy’s queen. He has 
two lines of play to choose 
from, depending on whether 
or not East produces the ace. 


In e i t h e r case, he has 
Counted seven top winners 
and 
can 
produce 
enough 
extra winners in either clubs 
or diamonds to give him the 
nine tricks he needs for his 
contract. Of course, an opti­ 
mist w ill count to 12 winners 
if both the club and diamond 
suits can be brought home 
without the loss of a trick 
but South is a realist playing 
three no-trump and wants to 
be sure of nine tricks. 


Should East produce the 
ace 
and 
return 
the 
suit. 
South would hold up his king 
until the third lead and then 
go after diamonds. He would 
want to keep West out of the 
lead. 


However, dummy’s queen 
holds the trick and South’s 
H—How can I make my con­ 
tract—depends 
on 
keeping 
East out of the lead. 


Therefore. 
S o u t h 
leads 
dummy’s 10 of clubs at trick 
two. He wants the finesse to 
succeed but doesn’t really 
care when it loses because 
there is nothing West can do 
to hurt him. He can count 
to nine winners at this point. 


If West makes the despera­ 
tion lead of the ace of hearts. 
South will have an overtrick; 
if West leads anything but a 
heart. South will simply cash 
out his contract and leave 
possible overtricks to those 
who are willing to risk their 
contracts.

•BUT WE RE ONLY TRYING TO HELP...* 
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Worfd R e p o r t by Henry J. Taylor 
Faith versus Fear 


There is evidence of a stirring, an awakening in the down­ 
town which could mean the dawning of a movement calculated 
to bring vital and much needed changes to the core of the 
city. 
The evidence is in the form of mounting interests being 
displayed by members of the business community, residential 
areas and city government. Numerous people are coming for­ 
ward with ideas and suggestions designed to help restore vit­ 
ality to the downtown. 
The suggestions, limited only by the imagination of the city’s 
citizenry, are varied in scope and content. A few examples: 
—Encourage existing businesses to place flower boxes or 
planters in front of their stores to add a touch of natural 
beauty. In this regard City Secretarial Services is taking the 
lead by already placing an order for a sidewalk planter. 
Chris Cass, owner, is hopeful her effort will prompt others 
to follow suit, 
— Placing of small planters on the city-owned light stand­ 
ards. It is understood that the Women’s Division of the 
Chamber of Commerce will undertake consideration of this 
project in the near future. 
— Construction of a temporary “ People’s Park” on the 
vacant lot in the southeast corner of Ocean and H. Many 
people consider this to be the most important single project 
to be undertaken in the downtown as it would set the “tone” 
of the city’s core and give entire downtown an improved ap­ 
pearance. 


— Establishing an awards program or contest to properly 
recognize those businesses which participate in the improve­ 
ment program. 


— Establishing a committee composed of knowledgeable and 
imaginative people who would offer advice and service to 
businesses interested in improving the appearance of their 
buildings. 
— Establishing a coordinating committee endowed with 
proper authority to make suggestions and recommendations 
to various government councils, boards and commissicns.This 
group could also serve as a clearing house for new ideas and 
recommendations and as the public relations arm of the pro­ 
gram, to insure that the effort remains alive and energetic. 


It is heartening to find members of the community dis­ 
playing an interest in improving the city. 
The city and en­ 
tire valley will profit in many and varied ways if this in­ 
terest is translated into meaningful projects and programs* 
An improved city core will attract new businesses and at 
the same time increase business for the older and existing 
establishments. 
The latter is mostly likely to happen if 
citizen apathy can be replaced with citizen confidence and 
a “can do” 
attitude. 
There is much truth in the axiom 
that success breeds success. 


If persons interested in seeing the downtown improved 
come forward with sincere and reasonable plans and pro­ 
jects, they are certain to find full support at the hands of 
the City Council. 
A majority of council members, in un­ 
official discussions, already have offered ideas and sugg­ 
estions to aid the movement and have let it be known gene­ 
rally that council will go all out to help in every legiti­ 
mate and reasonable manner.

Brown Act 


Probably no other state law in our 
time has so embraced the multiple doc­ 
trines of freedom as the Ralph M. Brown 
Act. 
And no other law has come in 
for as many amendments and interpre­ 
tations. 
A compilation of 
the act provided by 
the 
F reedom 
of 
Information 
Com­ 
mittee in Oakland in­ 
corporates the latest 
amendments 
and 
might be 
a 
good 
document to review 
at this juncture 
in 
history. 
Remember, 
even 
as these words are 
written there may be a new amendment 
on the horizon. 
As originally conceived in 1953 the 
Act includes this landmark declaration: 
“ In enacting this chapter, the legis­ 
lature finds and declares that 
the 
public commissions, boards and coun­ 
cils and the other public agencies in 
this state exist to aid in the conduct 
of t h e 
people’s 
business. It is the 
intent of the law that their actions be 
taken openly and that their deliber^ 
tions be conducted openly. 
“ The 
people of this state do not 
yield their sovereignty to the agencies 
that serve them. The people, in the dele­ 
gating authority, do not give their pub­ 
lic servants the right to decide what 
is good 
for the people 
to know and 
what is not good for them to know. 


The people insist on remaining informed 
so that they retain control over the in­ 
struments they have created.” 


One of the most controversial parts 
of the Act is that granting permission 
for a local agency to hold executive 
sessions for the 
appointment, employ­ 
ment or dismissal of a public officer 
or employe or to hear complaints or 
charges brought against such officer 
or employe by another officer or em­ 
ploye, unless that a public hearing is 
requested by the one who is involved. 
A public body could also hold secret 
sessions for discussion of pending liti­ 
gation. 
In 1968 the legislature passed 
the Burgener amendment which added 
permission for agencies to hold secret 
meetings to discuss wage and salary 
negotiations. 


The other really crucial provision re­ 
quires public agencies to notify the mem­ 
bers of the press on upcoming meet­ 
ings if such notice has been requested 
in writing. 


Unfortunately the provisions of the 
law apply only to local agencies and do 
not touch the state legislature itself. 
Last year there was an abortive ef­ 
fort to extend the Act to high state 
circumstances, and there will be oth­ 
er efforts 
in the 
future. 
This will 
go on until the weight of public op­ 
inion forces open the doors of lee- 


islative 
committees and 
other pre­ 
viously cloistered proceedings. 
Public agencies in Lompoc vaney 
have been singularly good about ob­ 
serving the law. 
The City Council and 
the School Board would rather be faced 
with a deficit than to conduct a meet­ 
ing without proper public notice, and the 
executive Session is used sparingly. 
The School Board has gone 
beyond 
the strict requirements of the law and 
recently invited members of the press 
to executive sessions under the law for 
discussion of salary negotiation. Bur- 
gener’s amendment, in this reporter’s 
opinion will some day be thrown out 
the legislative window, but for the time 
being it was nice that the school board 
chose to do as it did. The two ses­ 
sions were conducted in this way on the 
prior stipulation that nothing be written 
concerning the proceedings. 
This re­ 
porter particularly appreciated the op­ 
portunity and the obvious gesture of 
confidence. 
I cite all this because others should 
know the lengths that the school board 
goes to keep the public informed. Re­ 
cently, 
however, 
a citizen 
told the 
school board that the complexities of 
the salary negotiations were almost 
too much for the public to understand 
when the results were publicly pre­ 
sented in finalized form without dis­ 
cussion. 
There may be an area here 
that would merit studying. 
The salary discussions legally fall 
within those items that may be held in 
private. Nevertheless, maybe next bud­ 
get time the school board could ex­ 
plore the possibility of discussing sa­ 
laries in the presence of a select panel 
of community - minded citizens in ack 
dition to members of the press. 
Personally, nothing transpired at the 
two private sessions that was so de­ 
licate as to require the shelter of a 
private executive session. 
There is one other crucial aspect of 
the Act related to proper meeting no­ 
tice. 
The Act stipulates that whenever 
as many as a quorum of a public body’s 
members are present in any place at 
one time, the body runs the risk of an 
illegal meeting. 
There has been con­ 
siderable controversy on 
this 
point 
and it must be dealt with in a later 
column. It is 
sufficient to say that 
the provision is a good one, because 
it eliminates in theory the possibility 
of secret decisions affecting the public 
good. 
All this 
must 
be oriented 
against the backdrop of history.

Specialists identify and designate an 
appalling spectrum of hidden fears am­ 
ong us: cherophobia, the distrust of 
happiness; 
ergophobia, ergosiophobia, 
panophobia— all used to describe a fear 
of work, a force now so widespread 
that apparently one name isn’t enough. 
To these the specialists add paralip- 
ophobia, 
a dread of not doing some­ 
thing; pantophobia, a fear of everything, 
and so on. No wonder the Rev. Norman 
Vincent Peale says, “The patron saint 
of this country today seems to be St. 
Vitus.” 
Yet this 
country 
was built for Faith, 
not Fear. 
The generation gap 
is 
an 
overworked 
cliche for *be simple 
fact that none of us 
is as young as he 
used to be, nor as old 
as he is going to be. 
Moreover, there is 
really 
little differ­ 
ence between genera­ 
tions; much is largely a matter of pure 
luck and chronology. 
But it remains 
important, nevertheless, that the young 
be trained to parental discipline, and 
we have been watching that essential 
eroded. 
Nearly any youth can defy all 
authority and not only be patted on the 
head but applauded by a large part of 
an older generation which should know 
better. 
Meanwhile, the average child during 
the ages of five through 16 is subjected 
to an estimated 21,000 hours under the 
influence of television. 
TV is the third parent in the home. 
Millions of children spend more time in 
front of the TV set than they spend in 
school. And the villainy they’re being 
taught they are performing. Children 
imitate what they see and hear, as every 
parent knows. The third parent in the 
home is teaching them by repitition, 
repitition, repitition to expect violence 
and to seek it. 
The intelligent thing for parents to do 
today, of course, is to switch off all 
violent TV until the moguls in command 
of the fast-buck, money-making machines 
known as NBC, CBS, and ABC show some 
conscience. 
The latest FBI report shows that half 
of all arrests for serious crimes now 
involves persons 18 or under and one- 
quarter of all arrests involves those 
under 15. This year one out of every 20 
juveniles will commit a crime. 
Combine this with racial disorders. It 
is popular to say in our racial problem 
that “we can affort a little violence.” 
But there is an arrogance in this which 
is not being checked. We see the rise of 
the status of violence. We see a rise in 
the prestige of violence. We see an envy 
of excellence, black or white; what the 
British call “ cutting down the tall popp­ 
ies.” 
The probability of bad neighborliness 
is increased by the pounding home of the 
untrue assumption that most Negroes 
live wretched lives and that matters are 
going from bad to worse (which they are 
noO and that Negro violence is inevitable, 
if not actually justifiable. We are misled 
and distracted by the Rapp Browns, Stok- 
key Carmichaels, Eldridge Cleavers and 
others who champion racism, anti-Semit­ 
ism, violence and hatred with all the 
eclat of the Mako shark. 
In simple truth, the lot of many Neg­ 
roes has always been deplorable but, by 
most standards, it is enormously less 
deplorable today. Surely, the Negro is 
much better off than ever before and is 
much closer to full civil rights and other 
advances than Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr. or any other Negro leader would have 
thought possible only a few years ago. 
In 
the 
broadest 
sense 
today’s 
movement 
toward 
nihilism, anarch>, 
separatism and alienation, and the cynic- 
ism that accompanies each, is in large 
part due to the undermined faith of our 
people. 
Meanwhile, we hear the preaching of 
“permissiveness” . We are told to ac- 
cept the immoral as moral, 
the ab­ 
normal as normal, the obscene as val­ 
uable. But if “ anything goes” than, of 
course, everything goes. And countries 
that praise the pigs in the pasture don’t 
last very long Every internal and ex- 
tenal enemy of the United States knows 
the advantages of destroying % nation’s 
standards. The rewards art as old as 


the Trojan horse. 
All these things are totally untypical 
of our nation's inner spirit. And we 
need a rekindling of their inner spirit. 
The men we should cherish are those 
who set examples for this revival. In 


No one has ever charged the tough- 
minded federal court panel at Mont­ 
gomery Ala., with softness on the issue 
of public school desegregation. 
So, in the light of complaints that the 
Nixon administration has eased HEW 
desegregation guidelines affecting many 
southern school districts, it is of more 
than passing interest that the court panel 
also has relaxed its desegregation orders 
in some instances. 
As an example, in Selma, scene of the 
1965 disturbances over Negro voter reg­ 
istration, public school officials have 
been— until recent months— under fed­ 
eral court directive to close an all­ 
black school and ra ise black attendance 
at previously all-white schools from a 
present 155 pupils to more than 500 
in the 1969-70 school year.

Rives 
and District 
Judge Frank M. John­ 
son Jr., modified the 
order to allow 
the 
black school atSelma 
to remain open

It did not alter its 
requirement that some 500 black stu­ 
dents must be in the earlier all-white 
Selma schools by this coming fall 
The same federal panel in Alabama, 
also softened desegregation directive 
applying to a number of other school 
districts for 1969-70. 
The situation in Alabama is, of course, 
unique in one important respect. When 
the late Gov. Lurleen Wallace sought to 
impede school desegregation by seizing 
the locally rooted public school system, 
she gave the federal court a surprising 
opportunity to act in sweeping terms. 
The court was able, in the lawyer’s 
phrase, to “pierce the corporate veil” 
to rip away the lingering fiction that 
the local school districts had genuinely 
independent authority apart from 
the 
state. Thereupon the federal panel in 
Montgomery placed 118 Alabama districts 
under one single court order 
Last August 28 it issued a stiff gen­ 
eral order, with varying particulars 
worked out to apply to specific districts, 
intended to advance greatly the pace of 
desegregation and largely terminate the 
persisting dual school system. Some 76 
Alabama systems fall in the “ dual” 
category. 
In the protracted negotiations which 
produced the specific plans embraced 
in August, 1968, order, federal judges 
have listened long to local city and school 
officials, Negro leaders and other par­ 
ties. Some cases have been reviewed 
again and again. 
Selma’s court-imposed plan evidently 
was modified because, for one 
thing, 
officials convinced the judges that an 
end to the dual school system this fall 
would simply swamp out the available 
facilities in the previously all-white 
schools. 
There is said to have been testimony, 
too, from Negro leaders who want the 
all-black school kept open, in part be­ 
cause it serves as a heavily used center 
for neighborhood community functions. 
Though reports of this kind often are 
viewed with skepticism, this reporter's 
springtime travels through parts of the 
South turned up thoroughly authenticated 
cases of this sort. 
Perhaps the most dramatic instance, 
reported in a column at the time, is that 
at 
Swanquarter, 
N.C. where blacks 
demonstrated long and vigorously ag­ 
ainst the scheduled closing of an all­ 
black school in poor, swampy terri­ 
tory near the eastern coast.

bama situation is that the opening of 
some loopholes in desegregation orders 
is not automatic proof that the federal 
establishment is buckling under stub­ 
born white segregationist pressures. 
No element of the federal court system 
has been firmer in trying to carry out 
the U.S. Supreme Court’s broad deseg­ 
regation decrees than the panel in Mont­ 
gomery. Yet even these judges find cases 
where delay and “ softening” is determin­ 
ed to be legitimate.
